'Ihe rebels, Who have been swep t in 
every dir< ction like p hi asants in a bat­ 
tue, (lied by the hundreds m the trenches 
—tor the mo-t p art p assively,ex cep t the 
Yp oroti*s, who charged desp erately and 
uselessly. 
iiie rebel p risoners declared that 
their attack was unp remeditated, that 
the outp osts tired and then everybody 
followed in accardance w.th a sort of 
general undei standing, 
Geueral Uule’s brigade advanced and 
took the waterworks at Sigalong. Four 
eomp aiiiis of the Nebraska regiment 
anda p art of the Utah battery, with 
two Ü Id guns and two hotchkiss guns, 
met the euemy on the hill, a half mile 
out and a snarp engagemeut took p lace, 
in wdiich the Nebraskans lost one dead 
and three woi.n led.

A c inverted ri\*er gunboat did terri­ 
ble ex ecution among the rebels, sweep ­ 
ing both bank- or the river; with her 
galling guns and her heavier battery. 
ilundied.H of Filip inos likely crawled 
into the cauebrakes and died there. 
'Tne Ameneaus were working nobly 
in tiieir efiorts to find the wounded 
andare bringing hundreds of suffering 
rebels to the iiDsp iials lor treatment. 
'I’lla natives were unable to understand 
the humane motives which p romp ted 
tlie victors to succor the wounded of 
the enemy. 
'I’iie corresp ondent of The Associated 
Press was informed that members of 
the hosp ital corp s discovered that there 
were several women in mule dress and 
with hair crop p ed among the dead. 
The chief of the Y'gorotes, the Fili­ 
p ino natives who fought so gallautly in 
the face of our artillery fire with their 
bows and airows, was in ahosp tal with 
a shattered thigh. He admitted that 
lie never saw modern artillery and was 
ignorant of its effects until he and his 
toliowers met the disastrous fire of Sun­ 
day morning. 
The chief was bitterly 
incensed against the Tagalosfor p lacing 
the Ygoroies in front of the American 
battery under the p retense that they 
were .‘-eiit to occup y a p ost of houor.aud 
he iiiriinared that the Yg(jrotes would 
avenge this treachery when the survi­ 
vors returned north. 
White ifag.s in the nature of towels, 
p illows s lip s and ap rons tied to bamboos 
adorned the windows of some of the 
native residences. 
But, in sp ite of 
those emblems of p eace, sotmi Filip inos, 
under the cover of the darkness, fired 
from these same windows on the Amer­ 
ican p atrols.

The natives were unable to understand 
tho humane motives which prompted 
tho victors to succor the wounded of 
the enemy. 
The correspondent of The Associated 
Press was informed that members of 
the hospital corps discovered that there 
were several women in mate dress and 
with hair cropped among the dead. 
The chief of the Ygorotes, the Fili­ 
pino natives who lought so gallantly in 
the face of our artillery lire with their 
bows urn! ai rows, was in a hosp tai with 
a shattered thigh. He admitted that 
he never saw modern artillery uud was 
ignorant of its effects until he and his 
followers met the disastrous fire of Sun­ 
day morning. The chief was bitterly 
incensed against the Tagalosfor placing 
the Ygorotes in I rout of the American 
battery under the pretense that they 
were seat to occupy a post of honor,aud 
he intimated that the Ygorotes would 
avenge this treachery when the survi­ 
vors returned north. 
White Hags in the nature of towels, 
pillows slips and aprons tied to bamboos 
adorned tne windows of some of the 
native residences.

those emblems of peace, some Filipinos, 
under the cover of the darkness, tired 
from these same windows on the Amer­ 
ican patrols.

The correspondent of The Associated 
Press was informed th a t members of 
the hospital corps discovered th a t there 
were several women in male dress and 
with hair cropped am ong the dead. 
The chief of the Ygorotes, the F ili­ 
pino natives who lought so gallantly in 
the face of our artillery fire w ith their 
bows and ai rows, was in a hosp tai w ith 
a shattered thigh. 
He adm itted th a t 
he never saw modern artillery and was 
ignorant of its effects until he aud his 
followers m et the disastrous fire of Sun 
day morning. 
The chief was bitterly 
incensed against the Tagalog for placing 
the Ygorotes in front of the American 
battery under the pretense th a t they 
were sent to occupy a post of honor,and 
he intim ated th a t the Ygorotes would 
avenge this treachery when the survi­ 
vors returned north. 
W hite Hags in tho nature of towels, 
pillows slips and aprous tied to bamboos 
adorned the windows of some of the 
native residences. 
But, iii spite of 
those emblems of peace, some Filipinos, 
under tho cover of the darkness, tired 
from these same windows on the A m er­ 
ican patrols.

If General Miles is more politician 
than he is soldier, he has been making 
iome serions mistakes, and the public 
does not like mistakes in any man. 


It 18 sincerely hoped that the men 
who voted against the treaty and who 
pretend to believe they 
have good 
grounds for their action, will forget 
partisan politics and the next presiden­ 
tial election long enough to remember 
that the people would like to observe 
them as patriots. 


A Nebraska regiment fought bravely 
at the battle of Manila, but it will be 
noticed 
that Col. 
William J ennings 
Bryan had nothing to do with the vic­ 
tory. 
William is not that sort of a man 
in spite of his boasted thirst for military 
glory. 
He resigned when his regiment 
was ordered to Cuba, even though there 
was no prospect of fighting. 


W ith all the potteries in operation 
there is no reason why East Liverpool 
ahonld not be as prosperous as ever. 
It 
matters not whether they are being op­ 
erated in the interests of the American 
Pottery Company or as individual con­ 
cerns. 
If the usual amount of money is 
placed in circnlation the city has no 
cause for complaint. 


The presentation of the “ Chimes of 
Normandy” should be liberally patron­ 
ized for it represents the most worthy 
object at present before the people of 
East Liverpool. 
The needs of a hospital 
are too well known to be given here, and 
for that reason it shkold not be neces- 
■ary to urge that every seat in the 
Grand Opera House be filled the night of 
Wafihingtpo’s birthday. Help the cause. 
The treasury needs it. 


PHILIFFINK POLICY. 
Since Aguinaldo has raised his hand 
against the United States and has been 
beautifully whipped for his foolhardi­ 
ness, it should not require much time 
for this government to formulate and 
enforce a policy for the Philippines. 
Giving them up is now out of the ques­ 
tion. 
Therefore there remains no other 
course than to’ retain the islands and 
thrash the insurgents into a full and 
complete realization of the fact that 
Uncle Sam has grown too old to bear 
the trifling of a boy. 
If it becomes 
necessary to fight no one will doubt the 
ability of Arierica to soou gain control 
of the islands, and if the insurgents are 
willing to lay down their arms and 
acknowledge the United States govern­ 
ment as their authority the same end 
will be reached in a different manner. 
Reached it must be, for to have a dis­ 
turbing element in the far east w’ould 
be to create the foundation for troubles 
that will last through 
many years. 
Prompt and aggre.ssive action is needed. 
It is something the Filipinos do not un­ 
derstand. 


“ I am deeply interested in the condi­ 
tion of affairs at Manila. 
Wnen I left 
that city. General Otis and 
Admiral 
Dewey were firm in the belief that there 
would be no more fighting at that 
pi)int, and Colonel A. L. Hawkins, my 
regimental commander, gave me the a s­ 
surance that there would be no further 
opportunities for winning honors, as the 
only duties to be performed would be 
guard and sentry duty, and this be­ 
comes terribly annoying and monoton­ 
ous to soldiers, as will be vouched for 
by my old Grand Army comrades of 
East Liverpool, men who did gallant 
and efficient service during the civil 
war. 


“ I have very dear comrades in the 
Tenth—men whom I delight to honor. 
Major Bierer is my warm 
personal 
friend. We have served together in the 
rank and file of the old regiment for 
years, and have also occupied positions 
side by side as captains of companies. 
Bierer is a true soldier, and he is a gen­ 
eral favorite in the regiment. 
His 
brother is a captain in the Tenth, com- 
mandirg Company O, of Uniontown, 
Fayette county. Pa. 
Like his brother 
the major, he is every inch a soldier. 
On our trip to Manila, Major Bierer had 
command of the non-commissioned of­ 
ficers of the second batallion as in­ 
structor, and I found mnch pleasure in 
conning my lessons under his direction, 
as we carefully planned out, on the 
upper deck, what v.e would do in cases 
of 
emergency, 
when 
outposts and 
cossack posts were assigned to our care, 
and these lessons came in good play 
when we faced the Spaniards later on. 
“ Sergeant Shidler, of H company, is 
alsb my personal friend, and we were 
partners 
in our 
studies enronte to 
Manila. 
Shidler is a splendid specimen 
of the true American soldier. 
He was 
formerly in the regular army, where he 
had'a fine record. He is absolutely fear­ 
less in the hoar of emergency or danger. 
If there should be further fighting 
aronnd Manila, and Shidler should be 
so fortunate as to escape death, I pre­ 
dict that he will win shoulder straps. 
Bierer and Shidler were wounded in the 
late fight at Manila, but not seriously. 
“ In the late battles, our losses are ac­ 
counted for by the daring of the men. 
who charged 
fearlessly 
upon 
the 
entrenchments occupied by the Fili­ 
pinos. 
On the side,of the citadel next 
to Cavite, on the old battle ground of 
Marlate, where I had the honor of tak­ 
ing a full hand with the dear old Tenth, 
the night of J uly 81 and the morning of 
Angnst 1, it seems that the cruiser 
Charleston and the gunboat Oallaoa had 
a glorious chance to do good work in 
aiding the land forces, and the indica­ 
tions are that the opportunity was im­ 
proved to the limit. 
“ I had the pleasure of visiting on 
board the Charleston and taking dinner 
with her petty officers on two separate 
occnsions while I was at Manila 
I was 
royally entertained, and I have some 
nice presents at my rooms, mementoes 
given me by the big-hearted J ack Tars. 
The Charleston has a splendid arma­ 
ment of huge six inch rifles and a num­ 
ber of rapid fire guns. 
The vessel is a 
beauty and the officers and crew are 
justly proud of her. 
I was delighted 
with the splendid discipline enforced. 
“ The Oallaoa is a small gunboat, and

was captured from the Spaniards by 
Dewey. 
W hen the enem y were firing

i fire g nns, made it interesting for the 
sharpshooters of the Dons, firing at an 
elevation of about 80 feet above oar 
heads, ca using the Spanish riflemen to 
vacate in a hurry. 
“ In the late fight, situated as these | 
two vessels were, they would have an ¡ 
opportunity of pouring in an awful rak-1 
ing fire upon the left flank of the ene- | 
my, and their hail of shot and shell 
mast have done awful execution in the 
Filipino trenches. 
Again, when the j 
insurgents were driven out and massed ' 
upon the beach, these two vessels were 
joined by theConcord, and the combinad 
fire of the t r i p l e t s must have been an 
awfnl thing to endure. 
“ Readers of the N e w s R e v ie w will 
bear in mind the fact that, after day­ 
lig ht, the Americans were no longer on 
the defensive, but went hot foot after 
the foe, driving him from the earth­ 
works and far out into the adjacent 
bamboo forests, where the small trees 
reach a height of from 20 to 40 feet, and 
where there are magnificent hiding 
places for native sharpshooters, 
ac­ 
quainted with the country. These bam­ 
boo forests are traversed by narrow 
roadways or bypaths, through dense 
foliage, and 
native 
hots or shacks 
abound on every hand, each shack, as a 
rule, holding from five to fifteen per­ 
sons. yonng and old. 
I had splendid 
opportunities for investigating the dis­ 
trict, and availed myself of them to the 
full, soraptmu M accompanied by a com­ 
rade and at other times alone, and I 
then thougnt that, in case we ever did 
battle with the natives, our only proper 
plan would be to make use of flame 
and fire, destroying forests and shacks 
alike. 
“ The famous citadel is built in a half 
circle, with either end resting upon Ma­ 
nila bay. 
It is absolutely impregnable 
to all assaults which could be made upon 
it by Aguinaldo and his followers. 
In 
case of necessity, or if overwhelmed by 
mere weight of numbers, the Americans 
could retire within this fortress and bid 
defiance to a million Filipinos. 
This 
fortress is a regular walled city, with 
massive cathedrals, hospital buildings, 
bnsiness honses, 
armories, 
barracks, 
handsome 
residences 
and 
public 
baiidings, while the streets are nicely 
paved and the driveways charming. The 
Filipinos, in case of attempting to force 
an entrance, wonld be compelled to first 
cross an open plaza fully three-quarters 
of a mile in length, then cross a stream 
of water, then ascend an embankment 
and attack the outer earthworks, and 
then cross a moat of about 90 feet in 
width, wading in water, mud, muck 
and filth, and then ascend a perpendicu­ 
lar wall some 30 feet in height. 
While 
engaged in this pleasant and health­ 
ful (?) pastime. Admiral Dewey’s fleet 
could be playing into the ranks of the 
assailants from either flank, and sending 
into their midst snch a storm and hur­ 
ricane of shot and shell as would make 
Aguinaldo and his merry men imagine 
that they had invaded the precincts 
where sulphur is said to abound. 
“ The people of the United States need 
not have the slightest fear that the en- 
tire population of the island upon which 
Manila is situated can effect that city’s 
capture, or defeat the American soldiers, 
so long as our forces remain in and 
around the citadel, or under the guns of 
Dewey’s magnificent fleet. 
The real 
danger will come when oar troops at­ 
tempt to penetrate the luierior. 
God 
grant that this may never be found 
necessary, and that the natives of the 
Philippine Islands may be brought to ap- 
precíate the fact that the American 
people are true friends, and not savage 
enemies, and that Aguinaldo and other 
would be leaders ar*» the very worst en­ 
emies on earth to the Filipinos. 
History 
demonstrates the fact that Aguinaldo 
has been a traitor to his people, he ii.iv. Í

On oar trip to Manila, Major Bierer had

"In the late battles, our losses are ac­ 
counted for by the daring of the men, 
who charged 
fearlessly

the 
entrenchments occupied by the Fili­ 
pinos. 
On the side^of the citadel next 
to Gavite, on the old battle ground of 
Marlate. where I bad the honor of tak­ 
ing a foil hand with the dear old Tenth. 
the night of July SI and the morning of 
Angust I, it seems that the cruiser 
Charleston and the gunboat Oallaoa had 
a glorious chance to do good work in 
aiding the land forces, and the indica­ 
tions are that the opportnnity was im­ 
proved to the limit. 
"I had the pleasure of visiting on 
board the Charleston and taking dinner 
with her petty officers on two separate 
occasions while I was at Manila 
I was 
royally entertained, aud I have some 
nice presents at my rooms, mementoes 
given me by the big-hearted Jack Tars.

I was captured from the Spaniards by 
Dewey. 
When the enemy were firing 
^pon the Tenth upon otcr entrance to 
I Manila, and we w ere halted on the 
beach below the gardens, in water up to 
; our waists, the Callaoa, with her rapid 
fire guns, made it interesting for the 
sharpshooters of the Dons, firing at an 
elevation of abont 80 feet above our 
heads, causing the Spanish riflemen to 
vacate in a harry. 
"In the late fight, situated as these 
two vessels were, they would have an 
opportnnity of ponring in an awful rak­ 
ing fire npon the left flank of the ene­ 
my, and their hail of shot and shell 
must have done awful execution in the 
Filipino trenches.

fire of the t r ip l e t s most have been an 
awful thing to endure. 
"Readers pf the N e w s R e v i e w will 
bear in mind the fact that, after day­ 
light, the Americans were no longer on 
the defensive, bat went hot foot after 
the foe, driving him from the earth­ 
works and far oat into the adjacent 
bamboo forests, where the small trees 
reach a height of from 20 to 40 feet, and 
where there are magnificent hiding 
places for native sharpshooters, ac­ 
quainted with the country.

In 
case of necessity, or if overwhelmed by 
mere weight of numbers, the Americans 
could retire within this fortress and bid 
defiance to a million Filipinos. 
This 
fortress is a regular walled city, with 
massive cathedrals, hospital buildings, 
business houses, armories, barracks, 
handsome 
residences 
and 
public 
buildings, while the streets are nicely 
paved and the driveways charming. The 
Filipinos, in case of attempting to force 
an entrance, woald be compelled to first 
cross an open plaza fully three-quarters 
of a mile in length, then cross a stream 
of water, then ascend an embankment 
and attack the outer earthworks, and 
then cross a moat of about 90 feet in 
width, wading in water, mad, mack 
and filth, and then ascend a perpendicu­ 
lar wall some 30 feet in height. 
While 
engaged in this pleasant and health­ 
ful (?) pastime, Admiral Dewey’s fleet 
could be playing into the ranks of the 
assailants from either flank, and sending 
into their midst such a storm and hur­ 
ricane of shot and shell as would make 
Aguinaldo and his merry men imagine 
that they had invaded the precincts 
where sulphur is said to abound.

When I left 
that city, General Otis and

point, and Colonel A. L. Hawkins, my 
regimental commander, gave me the as 
surance that there woald be no farther 
opportunities for winning honors, as the 
only duties to be performed would be 
guard and sentry duty, and this be 
comes terribly annoying and monoton 
ons to soldiers, as will be vouched for 
by my old Grand Army comrades of 
East Liverpool, men who did gallant 
and efficient service daring the civil 
war. 
"I have very dear comrades in the 
Tenth—men whom I delight to honor 
Major Bierer is my warm persona 
friend. We have served together in the 
rank and file of the old regiment for 
years, and have also occupied positions 
side by side as captains of companies 
Bierer is a true soldier, and he is a gen 
eral favorite in the regiment. 
His 
brother is a captain in the Tenth, com 
m andirg Company 0, of Uniontown, 
Fayette county, Pa. 
Like his brother 
the major, he is every inch a soldier. 
On our trip to Manila, Major Bierer had 
command of the non-commissioned of­ 
ficers of the second batallion as in­ 
structor, and I fonnd mach pleasure in 
conning my lessons under his direction, 
as we carefully planned out, on the 
upper deck, what v. e would do in cases 
of 
emergency, 
when 
outposts and 
cossack posts were assigned to our care, 
and these lessons came in good play 
when we faced the Spaniards later on. 
"Sergeant Shidler, of H company, is 
alsb my personal friend, and we were 
partners 
in our 
studies enroute to 
Manila. 
Shidler is a splendid specimen 
of the true American soldier. 
He was 
formerly in the regular army, where he 
had a fine record. He is absolutely fear 
less in the hour of emergency or danger. 
If there should be further fighting 
around Manila, and Shidler should be 
so fortunate as to escape death, I pre­ 
dict that he will win shoulder straps. 
Bierer and Shidler were wounded in the 
late fight at Manila, but not seriously. 
"In the late battles, our losses are ac­ 
counted for by the daring of the men, 
who charged 
fearlessly 
upou 
the 
entrenchments occupied by the Fili­ 
pinos. 
On the side/tf the citadel next 
to Cavite, on the old battle ground of 
Marlate, where I had the honor of tak­ 
ing a full hand with the dear old Tenth, 
the night of July 81 and the morning of 
August I, it seems that the cruiser 
Charleston and the gunboat Oallaoa had 
a glorions chance to do good work in 
aiding the land forces, and the indica­ 
tions are that the opportunity was im ­ 
proved to the limit. 
I had the pleasure of visiting on 
board the Charleston and taking diuuer 
with her petty officers on two separate 
occasions while I was at Manila 
I was 
royally entertained, and I have some 
nice presents at my rooms, mementoes 
given me by the big-hearted Jack Tars. 
The Charleston has a splendid arm a­ 
ment of huge six inch rifles and a num ­ 
ber of rapid fire guns. The vessel is a 
beauty and the officers and crew are 
justly proud of her. 
I was delighted 
with the splendid discipline enforced. 
"The Callaoa is a small gunboat, and

Dewey. 
When the enemy were firing 
upon the Tenth uf>on owr entrance to 
Manila, and we were halted on the 
beach below the gardens, in water up to 
our waists, the Cal!ma, with her rapid 
fire guns, made it interesting for the 
sharpshooters of the Dons, firing at an 
elevation of abont 80 feet above our 
heads, causing the Spanish riflemen to 
vacate in a harry. 
"In the late fight, situated as these 
two vessels were, the? would have an 
opportunity of pouring in an awful rak­ 
ing fire upon the left flank of the ene­ 
my, and their hail of shot and shell 
must have done awful execution iii the 
Filipino trenches. 
Again, when the 
insurgents were driven out and massed 
upon the beach, these two vessels were 
joined by theConcord, and the combined 
fire of the triplets must have been an 
awful thing to endure. 
"Readers pf the News Review will 
bear in mind the fact that, after day­ 
light, the Americans were no longer on 
the defensive, but went hot foot after 
the foe, driving him from the earth­ 
works and far out into the adjacent 
bamboo forests, where the small trees 
reach a height of from 20 to 40 feet, and 
where there are magnificent hiding 
places for native sharpshooters, ac­ 
quainted with the country. These bam­ 
boo forests are traversed by narrow 
roadways or bypaths, through dense 
foliage, and native 
huts or shacks 
abound on every hand, each shack, as a 
rule, holding from five to fifteen per­ 
sons. young and old. I had splendid 
opportunities for investigating the dis­ 
trict, and availed myself of them to the 
full, sometimes accompanied bv a com­ 
rade and af other times alone, and I 
then thought that, in case we ever did 
battle with the natives, oar only proper 
plan would be to make use of flame 
and fire, destroying forests aud shacks 
alike. 
The famous citadel is bnilt in a half 
circle, with either end resting upon Ma­ 
nila bay. It is absolutely impregnable 
to all assaults which could be made upon 
it by Aguinaldo and his followers. In 
case of necessity, or if overwhelmed by 
mere weight of numbers, the Americans 
could retire within this fortress and bid 
defiance to a million Filipinos. 
This 
fortress is a regular walled city, with 
massive cathedrals, hospital buildings, 
business houses, armories, barracks, 
handsome 
residences 
and 
public 
buildings, while the streets are nicely 
paved and the driveways charming. The 
Filipinos, in case of attempting to force 
an entrance, would be compelled to first 
cross an open plaza fully three quarters 
of a mile in length, then cross a stream 
of water, then ascend an embankment 
and attack the outer earthworks, and 
then cross a moat of abont 90 feet in 
width, wading in water, mud, muck 
and filth, and then ascend a perpendicu­ 
lar wall some 30 feet in height. 
While 
engaged in this pleasant and health­ 
ful (?) pastime, Admiral Dewey’s fleet 
could be playing into the ranks of the 
assailants from either flank, and sending 
into their midst snob a storm and hur­ 
ricane of shot and shell as would make 
Aguinaldo and his merry men imagine 
that they had invaded the precincts 
where sulphur is said to abound. 
"The people of the United States need 
not have the slightest fear that the en­ 
tire population of the island upon which 
Manila is situated can effect that city’s 
capture, or defeat the American soldiers, 
long as our forces remain in and 
around the citadel, or nuder the guns of 
Dewey’s magnificent fleet. 
The real 
danger will come when our troops at­ 
tempt to penetrate the interior. 
God 
grant that this may never be found 
necessary, and that the natives of the 
Philippine Islands may be brought to ap­ 
preciate the fact that the American 
people are trae friends, and not savage 
enemies, and that Aguinaldo and other 
would be leaders are the very worst en­ 
emies on earth to the Filipinos. 
History 
demonstrates the fact that Aguinaldo 
has been a traitor to his people, he h.iv- 
ing withdrawn from a former revolu­ 
tionary movement upon the promise, on 
the part of the Spanish officials, to hand 
over to his greedy maw the sum of 
$600,000, coming back to Manila, under 
Dewey’s protection, to do battle once 
more, under the claim that he had re­ 
ceived but $200,000 of the $600,000 prom­ 
ised him.

“ The accused, atte r a trial by a court­ 
m artial composed of officers of high 
rank and distinguished services, has 
been found guilty of conduct unw orthy 
an officer holding a commission of the 
United M ates and obnoxious in the 
highest degree to the discipline aud 
good ord* r of the m ilitary establish­ 
m ent. 
fSuch behavior is especially de­ 
serving of condem nation in an officer 
holding high rank in the arm y aud 
charged w ith tile performance of diffi­ 
cult and im portant adm inistrative duties 
in a tim e of great public emergency 
aud from whom, w hen subjected to ad­ 
verse criticism, an unusual degree of 
restraint aud constant aud unfailing 
self-control are confidently expected. 
The proceedings, findings and sen­ 
tence in the case of Brigadier General 
Charles P. Eagan, commissary general 
of subsistence United M ates arm y, are 
therefore approved.

of his gallant conduct in battle, upon 
more than one occasion, w hich merited 
and has received the w arm com m enda­ 
tion of his superiors, and of Ins long 
aud honorable record of service, extend­ 
ing over a period surpassing in duration 
th a t usually alloted to a generation;

“ Of Conroe, “ said the retired bnrglar,

I suppose that any man go­ 
ing into a dwelling house would be sure 
to look over the bureaus and dressing 
tables in the sleeping rooms. 
It was 
this well known professional habit no 
doubt that had suggested the idea of a 
trap I came across once, which a man 
had had built with a view to catching 
anybody that might stand in front of 
the bureau in his room. 
“ T imagine that this man must have 
A been visited before and been very much 
irritated by it, because he never could 
have gone to all the trouble and ex­ 
pense he did just for mere protection— 
there was clearly some feeling in it. It 
Was a handsome room, promising look 
ing from its richness, and when I turne.. 
my light on the bureau, where I went, 
naturally enough, to begin, I was not 
disappointed. There was a glitter of 
glass and silver in the bullseye, and as 
I swept the light along it struck a 
pocketbook that didn’t glitter much, 
but that looked fat and comfortable, 
and a watch that did shine, and, take it 
altogether, it made me think that bere 
was the home of a man that didn’t 
have to work nights to make both ends 
meet. And so I set my lamp down on 
one end of the bureau—it made me 
laugh, actually, to think that there was 
so much good stuff there that I had to 
shove something one sido to make room 
for it and put my bag down on a chair 
that was there and liegan cleaning the 
things off. 
“ I d just put the silver hairbrushes 
in tho bag and had turned around to 
the bureau again to pick up tho pocket­ 
book and the watch when I heard, or it 
seemed as though I felt, a little click, 
and just the faintest touch of a jarring 
or yielding under my feet, and the 
next, instant, a long time before I could 
jump or do anything whatever, a piece 
of the floor tinder my feet about three 
feet square dropped out from under me. 
and down I went. 
“ But I didn t give up, by a long 
shot. 
I was an ablebodied man, and 
my hands were free 
my lamp being 
then on the corner of the bureau and 
my bag on the chair—and I wasn’t go­ 
ing to give it up yet, if I was going 
down a trap. 
The trapdoor was hung 
on hinges on the side farthest from 
the bureau, and I laughed to myself as 
I put ap my hands aud thought how 
easy it was to grab on to the edge of 
the solid floor running along just in 
front of the bureau mid baul myself up 
Truly it seemed like a waste of money, 
all the expense this man had been to to 
put in tho trap 
without guarding 
against tho chance of escape from it by 
just this means, and I already imagined 
myself climbing out as I threw up my 
hands, which I did before I'd dropped 
much more’n half of my length below 
the level of the floor, gripping that finn 
edge very tightly. I was going to make 
sure of that. 
“ And I got it all right, but in about 
a millionth part of a second I became 
conscious of the fact that it wasn’t 
stopping me at all; I was carrying it 
down with me.

There is a mistaken notion abroad, 
£.iyt, a writer in London Tit-Bits, that 
proverbs are epitomes of wisdom, the

It Yourself.—There’s shocking bad ad­ 
vice with which to start a yonth on 
life's journey. If he wants a button 
well sewed on, he’s to do it him self: ii 
he wants his hair well cut, he’s to cut 
it himself. He must mend his own 
chairs, shoe his own nag, darn his own 
socks. In short, from buying a horse to 
blacking Ii is boots, he must do it him 
self. Poor fellow I 
A Contented Mind Is a Continual 
Feast.—Can any one say what that 
rot ans? Does it mean that the ownei 
continually feasts on his contented mine 
or that the contented mind is contin 
nally feasting! Probably the latter. a* 
we sometimes hear that “ a hungry 
man’s an angry m an,” and we all know 
that a satisfied appetite is the source of 
contentment.

brother is a captain in the Tenth, com ­ 
m anding Company C, of U niontow n, 
ayette county, Pa.

On our trip to Manila, Major Bierer had

Bierer and Shidler were wounded iii the 
late fight at Manila, but not seriously 
"In the late battles, our losses are ac­ 
counted for by the daring of the men, 
w ho 
charged 
fearlessly 
upon 
the 
entrenchm ents occupied by the F ili­ 
pinos. 
On the side,of the citadel next 
to Cavite, on the old battle ground of 
Marlate, where I had the honor of tak 
ing a full hand w ith the dear old Tenth, 
the night of July SI and the morning of 
August I, it seem s that 
the cruiser 
Charleston and the gunboat Oallaoa had 
glorious chance to do good work in 
aiding the land forces, and the indica­ 
tions are that the opportunity was im ­ 
proved to the lim it. 
I had the pleasure of visiting on 
board the Charleston and taking dinner 
with her petty officers on tw o separate 
occasions w hile I was at Manila 
I was 
royally entertained, aud I have some 
nice presents at my rooms, m ementoes 
given me by the big-hearted Jack Tars.

was captured from the Spaniards by 
Dewey. 
W hen the enem y were firing 
upon the Tenth upon oar entrance to 
M anila, and w e were halted ©n the 
beach below the gardens, in water up to 
our w ai-ts, the Oallaoa, w ith her rapid 
fire guns, made it interesting for the 
sharpshooters of the Dons, firing at an 
elevation of about SO feet above our 
heads, causing the Spanish riflemen to 
vacate in a harry. 
"In the late fight, situated as these 
tw o vessels were, they would have an 
opportunity of pouring in an awful rak­ 
ing fire upon the left flank of the ene­ 
m y, and their hail of shot and shell 
must have done awful execution in the 
Filipino trenches. 
Again, when the 
insurgents were driven out and massed 
upon the beach, these tw o vessels were 
joined by the Concord, and the combined 
fire of the t r i p l e t s must have been an 
aw ful thing to endure. 
"Readers pf the N ew s R e v ie w w ill 
bear in mind the fact that, after day­ 
light, the Americans were no longer on 
the defensive, but w ent hot foot after 
the foe, driving him from the earth­ 
works and far out into the adjacent 
bamboo forests, where the sm all trees 
reach a height of from 20 to 40 feet, and 
where there are 
m agnificent 
hiding 
places for 
native 
sharpshooters, 
ac­ 
quainted with the country. These bam­ 
boo forests are traversed by narrow 
roadways or bypaths, through dense 
foliage, aud 
native 
huts or 
shacks 
abound on every hand, each shack, as a 
rule, holding from five to fifteen per­ 
sons, yonng and old. 
I had splendid 
opportunities for investigating the d is­ 
trict, and availed m yself of them to the 
full, som etim es accompanied bv a com ­ 
rade and ar. other tim es alone, and I 
then thought that, in case w e ever did 
battle w ith the natives, our only proper 
plan would be to make use of flame 
and fire, destroying forests aud shacks 
alike. 
"The fam ous citadel is built in a half 
circle, with either end resting upon Ma­ 
nila bay. 
It is absolutely impregnable 
to all assaults which could be made upon 
it by A gaiualdo and his followers. 
In 
casd of necessity, or if overwhelm ed by 
mere w eight of numbers, the Americans 
could retire within this fortress and bid 
defiance to a million Filipinos. 
This 
fortress is a regular walled city, with 
massive cathedrals, hospital buildings, 
business 
houses, 
armories, 
barracks, 
handsome 
residences 
and 
public 
buildings, w hile the streets are nicely 
paved and the driveways charming. The 
Filipinos, in case of attem pting to force 
an entrance, would be compelled to first 
cross an open plaza fully three-quarters 
of a m ile in length, then cross a stream 
of water, then ascend an embankment 
and attack the outer earthworks, and 
then cross a moat of about 90 feet in 
width, w'ading in water, mud, muck 
and filth, and then ascend a perpendicu­ 
lar wall some 30 feet in height. 
While 
engaged in this pleasant and health­ 
ful (?) pastime, Admiral D ew ey’s fleet 
could be playing into the ranks of the 
assailants from either flank, and sending 
into their midst such a storm and hur­ 
ricane of shot aud shell as would make 
Aguinaldo and his merry men im agine 
that they had invaded the precincts 
where sulphur is said to abound. 
"The people of the U nited States need 
not have the slightest fear that the en­ 
tire population of the island upon which 
Manila is situated can effect that city’s 
capture, or defeat the American soldiers, 
so long as our forces remain in and 
around the citadel, or under the guns of 
D ew ey’s m agnificent fleet. 
The real 
danger will come when our troops at­ 
tem pt to penetrate the interior. 
God 
grant that this may never be found 
necessary, and that the natives of the 
’hilippine Islands may be brought to ap­ 
preciate the fact that the American 
people are true friends, and not savage 
enem ies, and that Aguinaldo and other 
would be leaders are the very worst en­ 
emies on earth to the Filipinos. 
History 
demonstrates the fact that Aguinaldo 
has been a traitor to his people, he har­ 
ing withdrawn from a former revolu­ 
tionary movement upon the promise, on 
the part of the Spanish officials, to hand 
over to his greedy 
maw the sum of 
$300,000, com ing back to Manila, nuder 
D ew ey’s protection, to do battle once 
more, under the claim that he had re­ 
ceived but 1200.000 of the $300,000 prom- 
ised him.
